made him a Leals of their Priſon there. called the Cnmptor. and Rra nred 
him all Fees due fer Priſoners to be committed to the ſame, under the 


Rent of 50). per Amum, with a Covenant therein for him to pay ſeveral 
other Payments, amounting to 40 1, per Amum more, in all gol. per Annum, 
which the ſaid Eyre hath hitherto Enjoyed. 


H E Mayor, Commonalty, and Citizens of the City of Lone 


That a Bill is brought into the Houſe of Commons, for Ereting of a 
Court of Conſcience within the ſaid Burrough, and all other Places abour the 
faid City, within the Weekly Bills of Mortality ; and by that Bill new 
Officers are appointed to Execute all Writs and Proceſs to be Ifſued out 
of the ſame Court, and they to Receive the Fees for the fame. Which 
Bill, if ſo Paſſed, will take from the ſaid Eyre the greateſt part of the Fees 
to him Granted, as aforelaid, and he nevertheleſs Compelled to Pay his 
ſaid Rent, which would be very Hard and Injurious; and beſides, 
would take away a great Part of the City of London's Franchiſe. 


Whereupon Fyre hath put in his Petition to the ſaid Houſe of 
Commons to be Conſidered and Relieved, or that a Day may 
be appointed him tobe heard by his Councel at the Bar of the 


ſaid Houſe, before the Paſſing of the ſaid Bill. 
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
